YOr as much, as ſeveral that lately rook upon them 
I) the places of Trult, Goverament and Authority 
, in theſe Nations, under a pretence of making fuch 
\/ Pf, * Keformation in Church and State, as Was agree- 

Hg able both to the Law of God, and the belt Refor- 
med Churches; Aad yet cheir Ends in all this, the 
Event did clearly evidence, was nothing excher 
more or leſs, but to advance ang ler up Seit, and 
Self.Intereſts ; the which that they might the berter, and with the more 
Self-ſecurity effect, they Proclaimed Liberty of Conſcience, chat lo they 
might gain a Party to (tand tor and by them, if cecefiny requized ; In 
which time of Freedome, a {mall Party. (the Searcher of all hear's right 
well knoweth) enjoyed our Liberties under them, with an utter Derclta- 
tion both to their Acts of Violence, Opprefſian, and Self.ſervings, wkh 
our continual bearing our Teltimony agaiclt them, ia thole Actions, as 
it fell in our way, boch in Dilcourles and Teachings ; but more publick- 
ly in my Books, printed and publiſhed in the year, 1648. called, 7 he 
Symptomes of Ruin, or, The Sword and Famine, the Attendants of Op- 
preſſion ; as alſo in that Book, intituled, A Cup for the City and her Ad- 
herents ; and in that Poem, called, A Spice far Juſtice, ſent ont of the 
Tower ( hamber of the Fleet ; In all which it will evidently appear, that 
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for mioe own part I could not __ = in the leaſt allow of their Vio- 
lence nor Opprefſion : And the berter to clear to the whole Nation , our 
Innocency and the cleanneſs of our hands, as to all manner of aQts of Y7o- 
lence , and Oppreſſion , I cauſed 1500, Declarations to be Printed and 
Publiſhed, the 12ch.day of the 1 1th. Moath, Vulgatly called January, in 
the year 1659, Which is allo joyned to the Latter end of my Farnaricks 
Mue , caſt into the Kings Treaſurie ; in Which I declared my 
Judgement , and the Judgement of that tmal} Compary that were ia 
Saciecy with me , both concerning Frohe;ng, Swearing, and Govern. 
ment , and our obedience to Magiſtracy, and dſagiſtrates , and ou: 
preſent difreliſh ro them then in being, as in the 23, and 24. lines of the 
taid Declaration , (it recourſe thereunto had) is evident : And yer not- 
withſtanding , my ſelf with two more of the {aid Declarers, in this late 
Impriſonment , about the late Inſurretton, and allo upon refuling to In- 
gage to the King by an Oath , we have bcen Cruelly Impriloned , in 
the Gate-houle Dungeon, and two of us allo moſt abulively ( with 
others) were Printed as Trapto2s, althongh the thought of thole, and 
ſuch like Acts of Violence , and Bloodſhcd, are even an Abhorting to 
our Souls. 

And ſeeing we have the Word of the King paſſed to us, for our Pro» 
retion under him, in our Liberties in our Mectings , to dilcharge our 
Duty to our God , and each to other, in that way that God hath Mani- 
felted himſelf unto us in his revealed Will, the Holy Scriptures of Truth, 
io long as we on our Parts without Acts of Violence, Hoſti/rty, Plottings, 
Contrivings , or Wnderminings , ſhall dehave our lthves peaceably and 
quietly under him, 

And ſeeing we an our parts , have never in the leaſt forfeited ony Pr;- 
Hedges , by any thing that we have either Ated, or in the leaft [x- 
1ended , and yet our peaceable and quiet Beetings , have been beſer 
With rude and debauched Son/drieys, Rending and Swearing, attended 
with'the Rude Rabble ; and that (mce our late [»largement by the Kings 
('oronation Favonr ; And all this for ſpeaking in the Name of Jeſus of 
Nazareth, a man approved of Gol, AQts 2.22, He that is pretendedly 
2wned of you all , and contended for by pou all ; and yer ſuch is the 
Inyeteracy of the ſpirits of ſome , that they are Eagerly hghting againſt 
thoſe that in the fingleneſs of their Souls ſerve this Jelus in the foerſteps 
of the Flock of God gone before ; of whom, becauſe the King,the Nob» 
lity, and the generality of the Commonnalty of this Land of our Nativity, 
are miſinformed of ſome of us , and that we with ſome , are of the 
Judgemeat, that killing is no Bunrther ; Intend to lay a puniſh» 
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ment upon us, for the guilt and opins of ſome, whom we as litle own, 
as they that are ready to Infli che puniſhment; I have therefore thought 
ou once more to ſer Pen to Paper , and in plainneſs of Speech, to give 
the King and his People, and you their Repreſentative , a treſh diſcove- 
ry of che Intents of our hearts , and the bent of our ſpirits, in che fingle- 
neſs of our Souls , in the fight and preſence of ym , who is the ſearcher 
of all hearts, that f1n.revenging God who is of a more purer Eye, then 
to approve off, or to behold Iniquity with approbarion thertunto. 

1 ſhall therefore declare our Judgements as to the preſent Governonr, 
and Government , and our Opinion touching Government imply lo con- 
ſidered ; And then I hope Daniel like , neither the Kiro , his People, 
nor you their Repreſentative, ſhall find any jult cauſe agaiolt us, fave in 
the matters of our God , in Which (the Lord aflifling ns) we ſhall reſolve 
in Gods way to go on 1n, and if therein we periſh, we periſh, 

And therefore firlt of all , 1 ſhall let you know, that we do own Ge- 
vernment , and that we both do and ſhall Reſolve to be obedient to Go- 
vernonrs, becauſe they be Ordained of God , accordirg to Rom, 1 3+ 
1,2, And therefore on our parts we dare nor refift them , but ſhall ac- 
cording to verl,7, Render wrto them Tribute,Cuſtom,Fear and Hononr : 
and for as much as we have ſcen the hand of him who changeth the 
Times and Seafons, who removeth Kings and ſetteth up Kings, Dan,2. 
21,37.Dan.5,18,19, 1 Sam.1g.1,23, 1 Sam, 16.12, to be great inthis 
change in ſetting up Charles the Second ; we do therefore own him to 
be the Lawful King of theſe three Nations of England, Scotland and [re- 
land ; And to whom we ſhall willingly ſubmit in all Civil things , tha: 
we do find to be agreeable ro the Mind of God, revealed in that Di- 
reory, his Holy Scriptures of Truth ; and if at anytime he ſhall require 
from us any thing that we cannot in Conſcience AQually obey him in, 
we ſhall not in the leaſt refit him violently, nor by force of Arms oppo!c 
him, bur ſhall patiently ſuffer under him the penalties for our not obcy- 
ing him; And as we own him, ſo we ſhall receive , own and obey 
Actively or Pathyely , al! others his Civil Magiſtrates , fer up and cur 
by him,for the puniſhment of Evil Doers, and the prarfe of them that d» 
well , according to 1 Per,2,13,14, And this ive ſhall doin the finglenet; 
of our Souls, without Evaſion: , Equivocations , ot mental Reſerva. 
Hons, 

Secondly , As we do own AMagiſtracy to be of God ; ſo we cannot 
look upon our ſelves to be concerned in the affairs of this, or any cher 
Nation , fo as to have todo with Goverment, as to our own particulars, 
although we were indowed with ſuch Qualications and Eflates, as might 
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-render us Capable thereof; becauſe we look upon our felves to be a 
People choſen out of th: world , and uch as ſhall be hated of the World, 
Job.1 F-19, and for the fake and Name of Chriſt ſhall be Haled before 
Kings, Rulers, Governonrs, Magiſtrates and Councils of this World, as he 
himlelt hath foretold us, Mar.1o,17, 18, Mark 13.9. For all that will 
live godly in Chriſt Jeſus ſhall Suffer Perſecution , 2 Tim. 3.12. And 
therefore we look upon it to be our Duties, to behave our ſelves as 
Pilorimes and ſtrangers on Earth,as the Flock of God gone before us did, 
and were, Heb. 11.13. 1 Pet. 2. 11, And tofit loole to the things of 
this World, and to uſe the World as if we wſed it not , and a4 not abuſing 
it, 1 Cor.7. 30,31, but that our Moderation therein and in all things, 
may be known to all men ; becanſe the Lord us at hand, Phil.4.15. And 
not Martha-like to be too much Cumbred with the things of this World, 
but with AZary, to look after that one thing neceſſary, and to chooſe that 
good Part which ſhall not be taken from us, Luke 10.41, 42. And ag 
we are Riſen with (/hriſt, ſo to ſeel thoſe things which are above, where 
Chriſt ftteth at the right haxd of the Father , Col.z3.1, And (» to lay 
wp for onr ſeives Treaſures #n Heaven, where neither Ruſt nor Moth do 
corrupt, and were Thieves cammet break thorow, nor ſteal, Mat,6.20, 
Thirdly , We ſhall and do owa the Parlamert of England, covvened 
and gathered together by the Kings Writs , to be the Lawful and onely 
Lawtul Aſſembly of the Nation,tor the Contirming, Eltabliſhing, Making 
and Repealing of Laws and Statures, tor the better well-being ot the Na- 
tion in Civil things ; but we cannot hnd from the Word of God, any 
Warrant for the oreatelt of Men or Councils,either Civil or Eccleiialtical, 
© Alter or Abrogate any of the Laws of God made by chat great Coua- 
cil of Heaven ; or to preſcribe any other kind or mancer of Worſhip, then 
what the great Jehovah in his Afagna Charta , the Holy Scrip:ures of 
Truth, hath Eltabliſhed,Rratified and Confirmed, by Adrracles,Srgnr,and 
Worders, and divers Gifts of ! he Holy Ghoſt, according to hu own Will, 
Heb.2.4. And in which the Flock of God gone before us Ated , who 
continued fteifa iy in ihe A »2ſtles Doitrine and Fellowſhip,and in Break: 
ing of Bread and Prayer, As 2,42,to W hich Direttory onely, we both 
do mull and ſhall conform to and none other. And it by the hands of the 
Rude Multizude , by you: continued Tolleration , ot otherwiſe by your 
Appointments, we ſhall therein or therefore periſh, we periſh. Yet I can. 
not but by the way let you know , That for fome time palt I have ob- 
ſerved and taken ſpecial notice, that when Parhaments have gone about 
that work , of Setling and Ordering of Matters concerning the Worſhip 
and Service of God , their Deſignes have Suddenly been Blaſted , their 
Councils confounded , and their Enemies Forreiga or Domeltick , In- 
| creaſed,

creaſed ; by which means they Tt. been forced to leave that work, or 
elle by the hands of choſe that called them, or by the Armies Force they 
have been violently diſperſed, 

And now I ſhall Really Inform you of our Reſolutions herein, and 
ſhall declare, That it this great Aſſembly ſha!l go on to Iatermedle with 
the R eoaulating of our Conſciences , as to the Wozſhip and Service of 
our God, or give it into the hands of the Church-men of Exg/ard foto 
do,we ſhall not by force of Armes, nor the lealt Violence Oppoſe them, 
nor Comply with any that ſhall Oppoſe them ; neither ſhall we Retolve 
to Contorm co them in the lealt , in what is Inconhiltent with the Laws 
of our God , left us in Scripture Record : But under cur penalties, 
for our retulals, we ſhall with /ſrael of old, groan under luch nm. 
Bandage; And we queſtion not , but that the Captain of our Salvati- 
on, in his own due time, by a mighty hand, and a (tretched out Arm, 
will releate and relieve us, to the comfort of his poor Oppreſled Suffer- 
ing ones, and to the contuſion of His, and His Peoples Enemies ; And 
with Iſrael of old , we ſhall reſolve to fand ſtill and behold the Salva- 
tron of onr God , which he will work for us , let our Sufferings be under 
(you, or them) what they will, for our not AQtually obeying mans 
Traditions. 

Fourthly, We look upon it to be our bounden Duty notwithſtanding, 
though we Suffer for i: by the hands of Men, yet to follow the Di- 
tection of =; Jeſw the Captain of our Salvation , who himſelf was 
made peyfett through Sufferings, Heb, 2.10. Who,that his own Flock 
might the better avoid that great Danger of do wagr , either by 
Jonorance , Forgerfulneſs, Miltakings , or by reaſon of Fear, Favour 
"or Aﬀection , he pertwadeth them not ts Swear at all, Mart.y. 34. who 
allo crelleth us, Mat, 5.20, The. Except owr Righteouſneſs , ſhall Exceed 
the Righteouſneſs of the Scribes and Phariſees, we ſhall in no wiſe enter 
ints the Kingdom of Heaven ; And therefore, in Verſ.37, he requireth, 
that our Tea ſhould be Tea,and our Nay Nay; and he addeth this as a 
Reaſon, for faith he, whatſoever is more then this cometh of Evil , or 
of that Evil one : as much as if he ſhould have ſaid , when you either a{- 
ſert or deny a thing , you ſhall doit with ſuch fingleoeſs of heart, and 
ſuch hiacerity of Soul, being in me,or in my Way Order or Worſhip,as 
that you ſhall not cauſe the Name of God , nor his Goſpel to be Blaſ- 
phemed or Evil ſpoken off , by reaſon of your deceitful denyals or af- 
firmings , but that you ſpeak the Truth ia me, who an made of my 
Father unto you, both #ſdom , Righteouſneſt, Santtification , and 


Redewiption ; And fo am became t you the Lord your Rigbteowſneſs, 
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Jere.23.6, who as 1 judge, doth «i us diſtinfly to the Circum. 
ſtance of che rermes, Pea and Nap, buc to the fubltance of the Verity 
or Truth of the thing aſſerted , although the termes may ditfer,as do his 
own,who faith, Verily verily, T jay nnro you , John 3.3, who alfo uſeth 
the ſame Expreſſion above twenty times in that Goſpel by Saint Johy, 
the which Yerily, Verity, had it beea an Evil, or it it had come of char 
Evil one , and he himſelf ſpeaking it had been his Evil,co have tied us 
from it, as an Evil, and yet Acted it himſelf ; and to he would have 
layed himſelf under a guile, the which to ſay , I really believe is no leſs 
then Blaſphemy : So that he cieth us,as I judge, not to the circumſtance 
of the words, but to the ſubſtance of the Matter , and that withour 
Swearimg , inſaying, Swear not at all : $0 chat chough we cannor 
Swear to King Charles , yet we can and ſhall be ticely willing to pre. 
miſe to King Charles , What we can ſafely and upon a Scripture Ac- 
count promile, And as we are not our (elves free to plot, contrive, nor 
by force of Armes to undermine Him , nor His Governmert: ; fo to 
prevent the ſhedding of Blood, and the breach of the Peace of the three 
Nations, we ſhall and will be ready and willing to diſcover all Plots, 
Conſpiracies , or any thing that by force of Arms we ſhall know of 
againſt Him, to ſome Juſtices of the Peace , or other His Mini. 
tiers , Within 24. Hours after the knowledge of ſuch Plot or force 
Intended ; and ſhall reſolve ( the Lord aflitting us ) co beas true and 
faithful in our Peas and Nays, whether Promilary or Teſtimonial , to 
King Charles and his Subjects, of what Rank or Qyalicy ſoever they 
be , as our Brethren of Holland are to their States, and to their fellow 
Citizens and Townſmen ; And we hope our performances therein will 
be found far more Real , then the Multitudes either are or have been, 
who have been ready to Swear for this to Day , and againſt it to Aor- 
row , Whoſe own Intereſts generally cauſe their mouthes to open, in ſuch 
Swearings and Forſwearings , more then Conſcience ; The which we 
dare not do, left we be found Tranfſgrefling the Law of our Saviour, 
and his faichful ſervant, who ſay, Swear not, and Swear not at all, 

Mat. 5.34. Jam.5.12, 
Fifthly , We look upon it to be our Duties, to be a peaceable, a quiet, 
a harmleſs, and an Innocent People , and to keep our elves from all 
Manner of Acts of Tar, Uiolence , and Hoſtility ; Becauſe ro kill, 
Inſlave, bring under , ruine, or deftroy our Friends , were moſt Inhu- 
mane ; And todo ſo to our Enemies, we dare not, becauſe our Law- 
oiver by his faithful ſervant, Rom. 12.1 7,&c.requireth us to Recompence 
ro no man Evil for Evil; But that we Provide things honoſt in = 
ſight 
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Febt of all men, And that if pofſible,as much as in us [yerh, we ſhould live 
peaceably with all men ; who requireth us not to avenge our ſelves but 
rather to give place wnto wrath; becauſe it is written, Vengeance is mine, 
and 1] wi "ag it, ſaith the Lord : Therefore faith he, it thine Enemy 
hunger, feed him , if he thirſt, eive him drink,; for in ſo doing thou 
ſhalt heap coals of fire on his head ; And be not overcome with Evil, but 
overcome Evil with good : yea and lo faith our Saviour himſelt , Mat.5. 
44- But I ſay unto you, Love your Enemies, Bleſſe them that curſe you, 
do good to them that hate you , and pray for them that deſpitefully uſe 
you ; that yow may be (or that you may Evidence your ſelves to be) the 
Children of jour Father , which « in Heaven; for he maketh his Sun to 
riſe on the Evil, ard onthe G cod and his Rain to fall on the Juſt, and on 
the Unjuſt : for if you love them which love you, what reward have ye ? 
Do not even the Publicans the ſame ? And if ye ſalmte your Bye- 
thren onely, what do ye more then others ? do not even the Publicans the 
ſame? Be ye therefore perfelt even as your Father which is in Heaven 
z perfeft. And we look upon it to be our Duties to tollow our Lord and 
Maſter, who left himſelf a Pattern for us to follow, who faith, Mat. 1 1.29. 
Learn of me, for | ;m lowly and Meck,, and je ſhall find reſt for your 
Souls ; who, faith the Apoltle, x Per,2.21.23, When he was rewiled, 
reviled not again, when he Suffered , he threatned not ; but committed 
himſelf to him who judgeth Kijehteouſly, Much more might be laid to 
their particular , the which for brevity ſake I ſhall omic; And ſhall 
thus affi:m , That for this cauſ-, and ſuch Requirements as theſe are, 
we dare not have to do with Weapons of War,nor that the Acts of Vio- 
lence in any cafe be found in cur hands,no aot tor the belt chings, and to 
advance or prom: eicher the Goſpel or Kingdom of Chritt by any 
luch way or means, we dare not in the leaſt have ſo much as a though, 
bur look upon it to be our Duties Patiently to want and earneſtly according 
to that other Requiremeat of Chritt,co Pray, T hat h:is Kingdom moy come, 
that to his Will may be done on Ewth as it is in Heaven, Mat.6, 10. And 
as we have declared in the ſaid Declaration , in 1659, Thar we could 
not hold Society with , nor own thoſe that were in the ſame Faith and 
Order with us , and from w hom we then ſtood ata diltance, that Acted 
with the Carnal Weapon , Weapons of War, and Acts of Holtiliry 
then ; fo fill, we look upon it to be our Bounden Duty (© to do , be- 
cauſe it is lo frequently forbidden in Scripture , and alſo becauſe ic bring- 
eth ſuch an Odinm upon the Truth, and allo upon the peaceable Pc: ple 
of God that are in Goſpel Order ,and walk cloſe to the Appointments of 
Chriſt in all his Ordinances,and in Church-fellowſhip,as ic 15 at thts day : 


And therefore we cannot have to do with any fuch as do {o+ Act, or tha: 
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look uponit to be their liberties, & Prdviledges fo to AR;And ſhall have 
as little co do with them now as then, or with any one that hath ſo acted, 
unleſs they ſhall freely relinquiſh the lame , and ſhall ackr.owledge their 
failing and Evil in their ſo ating , whether it de either again, or for 
King Charles tne fuſt , or King Charles the ſecond ; It being fo cleerly 
made out to us , and alſo to ſeveral of them that formerly (o ated from 
the Holy. Scrip:ures,to be contrary co the qualifications of a Goſpel Diſ- 
ciple, to have to do with the Weapons of War,or the Sword of ſlaughter, 
whole Weapon onely ought co be the Sword of the = , which « the 
ord of God , to cut down , kill and flay , wound and bring under 
every [magination , and every high thought , that Exalteth it Self a- 
gainit the Knowledge of Jeſus Chriſt; and to bring every Soul to the 
Obedience of Chrilt,in all his La wes, Statutes, Ordinances, ard Appoint- 
meats : In order whereunto, 

Sixthly , We look upon it to be agreeble to the pure Will and Mind 
of God, th: t there be a free 7 oleration for Men and Women to Worſhip 
God,wi:hout cicher Conltraine or Reſtraint ; And that no Acts of Vio- 
Jence be uſed againſt them therein , to force the Conſcience of any , no 
not of the meanelt of the Sons and Daughters of Men , of what per- 
ſwaſion or Judgement ſoever they be ot ; becauſe Jeſus Chriſt out of 
that exceeding Love of the Father , was ſent to lay down his Life for 
the Sins of the Woz1d, John 1,29, and to be a Redemption fox that 
firſt Tranſgreſſtion , Heb.9 15, under the guilt of which all the whole 
Bulk of Mankinde that ever were, are, or ever ſhall be , by Imputa- 
tion , do he urder ; and from the puniſhment of which by Jeſus Chrift 
they ſhall all be releaſed, and reſtored , Roms. 5, 18. And not onely fo, 
bu: they are alſo by Jeſus Chriſt , thac ſecond Adam, brought into a 
Capacity to have that Salvation that is in Chriſt Jeſus, with Eternal Glo- 
ry, 2 71,2,10, whoſe work was tO come to ſeth ard to ſave that which 
was L.o/?, as he himſelf faith, Luke 19,10, And therefore he gave out 
1s Univerſal Commiſſhon, the Becehic whereof ex:ende:h to all ; and 
theretore to be Pzeached to all, Mat. 2$. 19. Mark 16.15 

And we haviag this Univerſal Golpel to Preach, to wit, That God was 
im C hriſt Reconciling the World unto himſelf by Jeſus Chrift , not Im- 
prtirg their Ireſpaſſes unto them , and hath committed unto us rhe 
Miniſtry of Reconcaliation » NOW then We are Ambaſſadours for ( briſt, 
as thorgh God did beſecch you by us ; we pray you (yea) (you great Tall 
Cedars of Ergland) | we pray | you jn Chriſt teal be ye reconciled wnto 
Ged, 2 Cor.g.19,29, And have a care I be{cech you n the Fear of the 
great Jehov.2b , that ye neither fl:gint our Meſſage, as you tender the 
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_- of your own Souls to Eternity ; neither be ye, I pray you, as thoſe 
hariſees,and Hypocrites, againſt whom a Wo was pronounced by our 
Maſter King Jeſw, Mart. 23.13. who ſhut up the Kingdom of Heaven 
againſt Men, who neither defired to go in themlelves, nor fuffered thoſe 
that were entring togo in: Ol belecch you have a care of this, lor 
Men are backward encugh of themſelves, and ſhould you but feem to 
hinder them , haply cheir diſobedience may be put upon your ſcore ; 
And he that is found forwards now to hinder , will be teund molt guilry 
at that Day , when Chrilt ſhall diſpence to every Man according as his 
work ſhall be, 2 Cor.5.10. O I beleech you once again , yea and a- 
gain I intreat a , have a care every one of you, as you tender ycur 
own good to Eternity , that you hinder none,though never ſo Rich, nor 
never ſo poor ; for God is no reſpetter of Perſons, but in every Nation, he 
that feareth him and worketh Righteouſneſs, ts accepted of him, AQts 10, 
34-Hinder cone, be chey never fo young,nor never {o old ; for our Hou? 
holder the Maſter of our Family, Jeſus Chrift who is a $2Q over his own 
Houle,comes to ſome Early in the Morning, Mat.20,1.c. even whillt 
they are render & young,even lo ſoon as they come to Reaſon and under- 
Randing, God by the Incomiogs of his Holy Spirics, comes to hire them 
into his Vineyard ; to ſome he comes at the third hour, 1n their Youth, 
to others at the fixch Hour in their Manhood , to others at the ich 
Hour in their declining Age ; and to ſome again at the 1 1th, Hour,even 
in their old Age: O then I ſay agaio, 1 beſeech you have a care,that none 
be hindred of their entrance into the Vineyard of Chrilt,of no Age or Sex 
whatſoever;for he may be loytring in the market place of the World this 
day,that may be hired into che Vineyard of Jeſus Chriſt co Morrow ; for 
Chriſt of a Perſecuting Sanl,may Suddenly make a Preaching Paul,one 
voice from Heaven can do it ; through mercy I know ic by good Experi- 
ence, and therefore I am the boulder to aſſert it ; And that provoketh me 
the more earnefily, to Beg again and again, thar no Violence be uſed, be- 
cauſe the Houſholder , Aſar.20. 1.5 faid to Hire,not to Frighten,nor Bear, 
Force, or Conltrain , but to Fire Labourers , to go into his Vineyard, 
telling them what they ſhall have for their painz , if they will Labour 
when they are there; Andas I told the King in my Fannaticks Mite, 
in Page the ninth of che laſt Impreſſion, That a Goſpel Mimiſter was not 4s 
a General in an Army,o Frighten, Beat, or Fight men into Faith ;, but 
4s an Embaſſadonr , 10 perſwade and I[pvite, and gently Treat with, 
and to Intreat into the Way of God ; the ane being Goſpel or Evangelical, 
but the way of Force being Diabolical and of the Devil , and proceed- 
eth fromthe Fruits of che Fleſh; a = whereof I told the Major of 
2 Londen, 
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London, in Chriſtian Love to his Soul, the darger thereof, in my Alarm 
given to him in bis Quarters, in Page 34. in which ſome of them are 
clearly laid down, and how they will exclude a Soul-from Heavens 
Glory. 

Again,it is required , that all things be 1ryed,and that which is good be 
held faſt; But how ſhall there be a trying ot all things , if there be a 
conſtraint cnely ro one ? tor how can there be a choice , Where the try- 
1:9 any bur one js reſtrained ? the which reſtraint confounds the choice. 
Again,if thoſe of the Epiſcopal Governmext,do look upon Toleration or 
Libertie of Conſcience,timply ſo confidered,to be a Sin, Then I query if 
ir be not an Evil to Tolerate any?and whether that Evil is not then more 
Agomvatcd , if they ſhall Tolerate that Opinion or Religion that they 
would have us Swear againlt , becauſe they lay it is Idolatrous and fin- 
ful? And whether there is not a farther Aggravation, if the worſer be 
allowed, and the better be ſuppreſſed ? And whether they will not Evi- 
dence themſelves to be ſuch, as judge not as God judgeth,if they ſhall 
Tolerate the Great, the Rich and Mighty, and ſuppreſfle the Mean, the 
Poor and the Low ? when God Reſpettcth not Perſons , but in every 
Nation, he that feareth him, and worketh Righteouſneſs, 1s accepted of 
him. 

Ard therefore I would earneſily Beg every one , (the bent of whoſe 
ſpirit carryeth him that way ) according to the Requirement of the 
Apolile, to try their (pirits whether they are of God or not, 1 Joh. 4.1, 
and to Examine their Wiſdom ia tis cate of Perſccution, whether ir be 
that Wiſdom that is frozs above, which is firſt Pure, then Peaceable, 
Gentle and Eajie to be [ntreated, full of Mercy and good Fruits, without 
Partialny , Witnout Hypocriſfie, Jam, 3.17, 

Whether it be withour Partiality ? whether they would be willing to 
be ſerved fo chemielves ? whether if they have at any time undergone 
Perſccu:ton for Corſcicrce ſake , and have not cryed out againl(t it as 
abuminable, as the Roman Catke/ichs and Eprſcopals have done, in that 
Grand Uturper Olrver Cronwels dayes , and the General Bapriſts,con. 
fident I am,ſhould have done , had he longer continued ; Even as they 
with others now do, ard as that People of the Presbyterian perſwaſion 
ſuddenly 'unlels my judgement greatly fail me ) will do , if this Horrid 
Ro ve-bzed Perſecu.ing Sp:ri: , fill be Predominant in Exglard ; 
Which is contrary 7 the true Spirit cf God , whoſe Fruit is Love, Joy, 
Peace, long Suffering , Genileneſ;, Goodneſs, Meekheſs, and Temper 
ance , againſt which there is #» Law : ro Law of God, akhough 
there be now fome Lawes of man intended tro be made againlt 

them :

Are you noW tctting up that \Worthip, tha: you judge to be agree» 
abie tothe mind of God ? And will you now force others to forſake what 
thcy are rer{vaded to ? 

Oh! twat you would but conſider, what your own Oppreſlions were, 
and wio you are now about to Opprels ; Let not your tury, nor revenge 
fall heavy upon the Innocent ; Why ſhow!d Iniquiry and Injultice be 
found in your hands ? 

Oh / Conſider with your ſelves apart, and dilcourſe ir each with other 
ſeriouſly, what ſuch a Judgment,as I in the linglenels'of my ſou! have laid 
before you, can, or ever did do you harm ; who never d:d any Acts of 
Violence for, nor agaiaſt you or the King ; nor ever ſhall refolve to do z 
who bave not gone with a defenſive Weapon fo much as to defend my 
ſelf with,above this fifteen years ; and am of the ſame Judgment with our

I am, many of you in chat ame of your ablence from this Land of your 
Nativity, are well acquainzed with ; the which I am confident the firict- 


eli of you have no jult exceprioa agaiolt, either for endeayourigg to une 
| dernane 
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dermine Govertimeat, or to pull Fn Governours, or by fraud or force, 
to have to do with any mans Poſleſſion, Goods, or Eftate ; who am wil- 
ling to de by another, as I would have another do by me , and am as wil- 
ling another ſhould Live as my Self , whole Indeavour in all my Teach» 
ings, have been to periwade Perſons to forfake and avoid all a&s of 
"iclence and Oppreſſion, and to cleaye to God with purpole of hearr, 
and to perſwade thoſe that have Owned God in his Own way , to con- 
tinue fiedfalt in the ſame , and to prove Faithful ro him , whoſe Lawes 
reach the belt Loyalry ro our Earthly Princes, and pureſt Love to all, yea 
to our v:ry Enemies ; who With fingle-heartedaeſs to all , and without 
cither Fawning or Flattery, have and ſhall Rtill reſolve co cell every 
one, with whom I have todo , che woirlt of their Condition , and 
ſhew chem the danger ay are in, by treaſon of their miſatings ; with 
an earne(t deſire that in order to their Ecernal well-being , they would

litile Ones, ye did ;t not wnto me, 

O then 
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O then I beſeech thee , 6 be , that art of a Perſecutiog 
ſpiric ; I fay again I would Beg thee ſeriouſly to conſider, O Perſecuting 

iric ,, that if the Lord Chriſt , will thus ſeverely puniſh the negleRiog 

doing good to his People , when Hungry, Naked, Sick, and Impri- 
ſoned ; What then wil) be.the Portion of thoſe that cauſe them to come 
into ſuch difhculties and firaits , as Imprifonments , Hungrings, Na. 
kedneis, and Sickneſs; And cauſe chem to be thrown as it were on 
heapes, one upon anocher , as ſome of the Baptiſts lately have been in 
one Room ſome 9. Foot broad, and 14. Foot long in New Gate ? And 
' much after the ſame way in ſeveral other Gaols and Priſons in the Nati» 
on ; Enough to breed InfeQtions and Diſeaſes , had not the God whom 
we ſerve appeared mightily in our Behaltes: 

And ſeeing the Ecernal Sentence, will be fo ſevere again{t ſuch 
Violent Attors , In love to their Souls I cannot chooſe but give them a 
timely Caution, andin their behalfes with that fervant of che Locd, 
Dear. 32.29. Cry out and ſay, O that they were wiſe that they wor:!d 
underſtand this , that they would conſider their latter End. 

And now let not the King , his Peers, nor his People, be argry, and 
I will ſpeak but this once more in the behalf of my felt , and all thac 
are of the Separation, of what Judgement ſoever, that to if poſſible 1 
may be Inſtrumental , that the Peace of the Nation be preterved, and 
kept ; And this I ſhall humbly Beg , that it you are not willing chat we 
ſhould ſerve our God, in that way which we have received, But that 
we ſhall be caken into cultody for cur fo doing ; that then you would 
Commiſſtonate ſome Peace Ofhcers for that work to have to do with us;

At another Mecting-place, they Rudely behaved themielves, Vio- 
leu..; cafting {ume of them liead- long agwp the Stairs , bur the Stairs 

being 
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being winding , and ſome People ABA them , the force of the falls 
Cm mercy ) being theredy broken , there was not much harm 
one as to the People , the greateſt harm that was done, was by one of 
the Souldiers to himſelf; for he fer that up then upon his own ſcore, 
the which ( unrepented off) will exclude him Heayens _ , if the 
ſaying of our Apolile be rue, in 1 Cor.6.9.who would net have mes 
to be deceived, for faith he , Neither Forvicators, nor Idolaters , nor 
eAdrlterers nor Effeminate, nor abuſers of themſelves with Man-kinde, 
wor Thicues, nor Covetons, &c, ſhall Inherit the Kingdom of God : 
Aeg ſuch was one of them, as I am Informed , by one who faith,that 
Aba the very Interim of time charged him withit, in the face of the 
| Congregation . andit ſuch Aﬀts of Decen ſhould be winked at and 
allowed , we ſhould be in as bad a Condition , as when our Houſes 
were ſearched , upon the late /n/zrrefFion , when , who would , came 
and forced into Houſes, and touk and bore away what they pleaſed, 
tO the great hinderance of ſome, as can be clearly Evidenced : And 
when our Pockets were ſearched in the main Guard, and our Knives 
and other things taken from us, and never reſtored to us again : and 
if ſuch A7s of Violence be not refrained , our peaceable and well 
2overncd Lard , in a ſhort time may (it is to be feared) become Achel. 
anam, 
And therefore in the behalf of my ſelf, and all others, whoſe 
Lioh: iris to walk in 2 Separated way , it by your Appotatmencs, we 
ſhi1l be taken into cultody tcr our peaceable Meeting together , ia cue 
Service of our God ; I hall bumbly Beg , that we may have the Pri- 
viledges of free-born Engliſhmen, and thac which the worſt of Offen- 
ders enjoy; who though the Lawes both of God and man, will con+ 
demn to the ſhamefullelt death, yer chey are apprehended by Pe.tce- 
Officers, ard Peaceably preſerved from the hands of Yiolence and 
Ciuelty, til they be T egally Charged, Adjudged and Condemned 
The which Security,if this great Afſembly ſhall vouchfafe us, and that 
the Naticn be forbidden to make any tumultuous InſurreCtions, con- 
tary to the Peace of the Nation, And that they forbear ta commit any 
eAc!; of Violence upon us, either in cur Peaceable eAſſemblings toge- 
ther, or apartat our Habications, or cl{ewhere, till further Ordcr from 
the eA/*mbly ; The which if this National Aſſembly ſhall vouchlate us
